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CURRENT ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN CANADA 


Despite the reaction in business operations, the average of major factors 
indicating the trend of economic conditions showed an improvement in January 
over the preceding month. Common stock prices rallied from the low point 
of the two preceding months, the index rising to 107-7 against 103-7 in December. 
Observing the severity of the reaction during the last nine months of 1937, the 
rally in January was of moderate proportions. Speculative trading on the 
principal Canadian exchanges continued at the low level of recent months. A 
minor rally occurred in wholesale prices, the index advancing from 82-7 to 83-8. 
Reflecting the influence of firmness on the Winnipeg grain exchange, the level 
of wholesale prices was relatively well maintained during the early weeks of 
the year. 

A constructive factor was the further advance in high-grade bond prices. 
A considerable portion of the decline in the first quarter of 1937 has now been 
counterbalanced. During the early weeks of February, a lead was shown over 
the corresponding weeks of 1937. The present level is high in comparison with 
all years prior to 1936. The index of capitalized bond yields was 150-8 in 
January, against 148-4 in the preceding month. The deposit liabilities of the 
chartered banks showed an increase at the end of December over the preceding 
month. The gain in demand deposits was slightly less than normal for the 
season, while notice deposits recorded an adjusted gain. The index of deposits 
based on the sum of the demand and notice accounts, rose from 116-8 to 118-9. 

The moderate improvement in speculative and financial factors was partially 
offset by the decline in the physical volume of business. The index based on 
46 factors receded to 112-0 against 121-4 in December. While some marked 
declines were shown from December after seasonal adjustment, the handling 
of commodities in January was still at a relatively high level. 


The exports of copper were greater than in any other January in the post- 
war period, the index after seasonal adjustment, advancing from 303 to 428. 
While the exports of nickel were greater than in any other January, a decline 
was shown from the preceding month after seasonal adjustment. The total 
was 19-7 million pounds against 14-9 million in December. A gain was also 
shown in the outward shipments of zinc which rose from 24-2 million pounds to 
31-3 million. The index consequently advanced from 187 to 231. Gold ship- 
ments from the Canadian mines rose to a higher point than in any other January 
on record. The total was 359,549 ounces against 395,270. A considerable 
decline was shown in the adjusted index from the preceding month. Silver 
shipments were larger than in any other January since 1932. The total was 
1,712,000 ounces against 1,322,000 in December, the rise in the index being from 
72 to 103. The decline in asbestos exports was greater than normal for the 
season, the index receding from 109-3 to 101-0. A marked decline was shown 
in the imports of bauxite used in the manufacture of aluminium. 

The manufacture of foodstuffs was of lesser volume in January than in 
the preceding month, the index dropping from 102-5 to 96-3. The milling 
industry was more active after seasoval adjustment. A marked decline,was 
shown in the manufacture of sugar, the total in the first four weeks of 1938 
having been nearly 20 million pounds against 141 million in December. A 
large part of the decline was of a seasonal character. The meatpacking industry 
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was active, the slaughterings of cattle and sheep being larger than in any other 
January of the post-war period. The gain in cattle slaughterings over the 
preceding month was slightly less than normal for the season. The index of 
the slaughterings of sheep and lamb rose from 176 to 198. Hog slaughterings 
receded from the high level of December. The decline in cheese production was 
less than normal for the season, the index rising from 57-7 to 67-9. Creamery 
butter was produced in lesser volume, the index dropping from 134 to 127. 
The exports of canned salmon were higher than in any other January since 1929. 
A considerable gain was shown in the adjusted index over December, the out- 
ward shipment being 6-8 million pounds against 5-6 million in December. The 
release of tobacco for consumption showed contraction in the first month of 
the year, the general index receding from 196 to 170. Considerable decline was 
shown in the release of cigars and cigarettes after seasonal adjustment. 

The cotton textile industry was somewhat more active in January than in 
December, taking seasonal considerations into account. A new factor has 
been introduced through the courtesy of the Cotton Institute who are now 
supplying consumption statistics for representative mills. The total amount of 
cotton used in January by co-operating firms was 9,195,354 pounds against 
9,294,882 in December. After seasonal adjustment, the index moved up from 
130-9 to 134-6. The index for November was 126-4. Imports of wool for 
further manufacture were 1,108,000 pounds against 623,272 in December. A 
recession was shown in the receipts of cotton yarn and thread from external 
markets. The gains in cotton consumption and in the imports of raw wool 
and yarn had a dominating influence on the textile index, the composite rising 
from 75 to 122. 

A considerable decline was shown by the forestry industry, newsprint 
production dropping from 293,038 tons to 222,500. Woodpulp exports also 
declined to a much lower point. The index of export of planks and boards was 
76-6 against 87-9. An increase was shown in the export of shingles over the 
low level of December, but the composite for the forestry industry receded from 
135 to 109-7. 

A slight gain was shown in the output of steel ingots and castings. The 
production was 107,753 tons against 98,334. After seasonal adjustment, the 
index rose about 3 points to 157-7. Pig-iron production receded to a lower 
level dropping from 81,032 tons to 74,862. The output of automobiles was 
17,624 against 20,652. After seasonal adjustment, however, a considerable gain 
was recorded. The imports of crude petroleum showed decline at 47-3 million 
gallons from 57-1 million. The adjusted index receded from 190 to 143. Crude 
rubber imports were at a somewhat lower level in January, the total having 
been 4-0 million against 5-9 million pounds. The inward shipments, however, 
were greater than in any January since 1935. 

While January is normally a quiet month in the construction industry, new 
business receded to a much lower level than in December, adjusted declines 
being shown in contracts awarded and in building permits. The index adjusted 
for price changes and seasonal tendencies dropped from 64-3 to 48-9. The 
railway freight movement was less active in January after seasonal adjustment, 
the index receding from 84-4 to 77-2. The total movement was 187,355 cars 
against 204,210 in December. 

A neutral feature of the month was the fluctuation in the external trade. 
Exports were 72-2 million in January, against 78-5 million in December. The 
index after seasonal adjustment, however, advanced from 81-9 to 91-8. A 
decline was shown in imports the index dropping from 90-3 to 84-8. 


Production in 1937 
Productive operations as measured by the index of the physical volume of 
business were 94 p.c. greater than in the preceding year. The newsprint, mining 
and power industries which contributed so heavily to the period of prosperity

compared with 1929 
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which culminated in 1929, reached new high records, showing marked gains 
over 1936. The increase in the volume of manufactured goods was about 83 p.c. 
Construction activity increased to some extent but remained considerably below 
pre-depression levels. 

The output of industries engaged i in the production of producers’ goods 
showed a gain of 13-1 p.c. in 1937 over the preceding year. The extremely 
low level of operations therein was one of the main elements of the depression 
and the repeated gains of the group in the last five years have contributed 
substantially to the recovery. The gain in the output of consumers’ goods was 
also appreciable at 6-4 p.c. The demand for consumers’ goods such as food and 
clothing is normally without wide fluctuation, the index of the output having 
been 125-6 in 1937, against 118-1 in the preceding year. 


Domestic Sales 

For the twelve-month period January through December, retail sales as a 
whole increased 7-7 p.c. compared with a year ago and gains were shown for 
twelve out of the thirteen kinds of business included in the survey. Sales 
of grocery and meat stores were 10-4 p.c. greater, while the gain in hardware 
sales was nearly 11-4 p.c. The index of sales of department stores registered a 
gain of over 5-9 p.c. for the year. Substantial increases during November over 
the same month of 1936 for the sales of country general stores in the nine 
provinces except Saskatchewan and Alberta, led to a net increase of nearly 5 p.c. 
for the country as a whole. Sales of wholesale trading concerns, based on 
returns from over 200 firms, showed an increase of nearly 11 p.c. in the eleven- 
month comparison with the same period of 1936. 


Employment 

Industrial employment in Canada, as reported by leading employers was 
unusually active in 1937, reaching a level only surpassed by that of the boom 
year of 1929. The index of employment for 1937, based on the 1926 average as 
100, averaged 114-1, an increase of ten per cent over 1936, which was a larger 
gain recorded than in any consecutive years, with the exception of that reported 
in 1934 over 1933. In the seventeen years during which records of employment 
have been kept in Canada, the 1937 average index was only exceeded by that 
of 119-0 in 1929. 

Manufacturing, employing rather more than half of the total workers 
included in these totals experienced during 1937 a lengthy period of uninterrupted 
expansion. All branches of factory employment contributed in a greater or 
lesser degree to the recovery which resulted in a higher level of industrial activity 
than in any other year since 1929. Mining and lumbering showed higher records 
of employment than in any of the 17 years recorded, reflecting the increased 
activities in these particular industries. 

A decrease of 38 p.c. in employable persons in receipt of non-agricultural 
material aid was shown in December, 1937, compared with the same month of 
the preceding year. Approximately 148 000 persons were recorded in December, 
last, a 10 p.c. increase over November, 1937, but a decided decrease in comparison 
with the 237,694 persons recorded in ‘December, 1936. 

The total number, including totally unemployable, partially employable 
and fully employable, together with all dependents of family heads was approxi- 
mately 551,000 last December, an increase of nine p.c. over November, and a 
decrease of 32 p.c. over December, 1936. 

Drought conditions in Saskatchewan caused the total persons in receipt of 
agricultural aid to increase 104 p.c. over December, 1936. 


Immigration 

A total of 15,101 immigrants came to Canada in 1937, of which 2,859 came 
from the British Isles, 5,555 from the United States, 1,144 from Northern 
European countries, and 5,543 from 36 other nations. Canadians, numbering 
5,167, returned to the Dominion from the United States. 
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The immigration total of 15,101 to Canada in 1937 represented an increase 
of 29 p.c. over 1986. The immigration from the British Isles was up over 
30 p.c. over the preceding year and was made up as follows: English, 1,890; 
Irish, 338; Scotch, 581; and Welsh, 50. 

Tourist Trade 

The total expenditure of foreign tourists in Canada during 1937 were 
approximately $295,000,000 and the total expenditures of Canadian tourists in 
other countries, about $123,000,000. The corresponding estimates for 1936 
were $249,000,000 and $107,000,000 respectively. The favourable balance 
accruing to Canada on tourist trade account may, therefore, be placed somewhere 
in the neighbourhood of $172,000,000 as compared with $142,000,000 in 1936. 

Travellers entering Canada via ocean ports in 1937 numbered 15,115 as 
compared with 12,924 in 1936. Their expenditures were estimated at $13,899,000 
compared with $10,446,000. There were 3,127,352 automobiles entering Canada 
for a period not exceeding 48 hours compared with 2,880,265 in 1936. Those 
entering for a period not exceeding 60 days totalled 1,383,130 compared with 
1,192,935. The expenditures of motor tourists were estimated at $182,112,000 
compared with $153,508,000 in 1936. 


Insurance 

New business written by life insurance companies based on the reports of 
18 companies was $386 million in 1937, against $373 million in the preceding 
year. ‘The increase was $13 million, or 3-4 p.c. 
Foreign Investments 

The preliminary estimate of the value of British and foreign capital invest- 
ments in Canada as at the end of 1937 was $6,848 million, of which $2,721 
million was British capital, $3,996 million United States capital and $131 million 
capital from other countries. This represents a slight increase over the value 
of these investments in 1936. The increase is distributed among the invest- 
ments of the United States and other countries and is partly the result of increased 
holdings of the securities of Canadian Governments by United States investors 
and partly the result of general increases in the values of the investments in 
Canadian companies and business enterprises owned by non-residents of Canada. 

The preliminary estimates of Canadian investments abroad at the end of 
1937 also show increases in value compared with 1936. Of the $1,694 million 
total investment, $531 million is in the United Kingdom, $1,017 million in the 
United States and $624 million in other countries. The assets abroad of Canadian 
insurance companies are not included in these amounts as the liabilities to 
policyholders abroad exceed the value of the assets held in other countries. It is 
estimated that the value of the assets of Canadian insurance companies held 
abroad at the end of 1937 was over $600 million. 
Finance 

The Toronto Stock Exchange member borrowings on collateral as of January 
31, 1938, were $27,421,064, a decrease of $394,169 from the preceding month. 
At the same time, quoted market valuation of all stocks listed on the exchange 
was $4,832,864,741, an increase of $197,943,639, making the ratio of borrowings 
to = values -57 of one per cent against -60 of one per cent in the previous 
month. 

Dividend payments by Canadian corporations showed a reduction of 9-6 
p.c. from the same month one year ago. Fifty-four companies paid $5,442,000 
against $6,025,000. Nipissing Mines, Wright Hargreaves and Brewers and 
Distillers made additional payments in February 1937, more than counterbalanc- 
ing the extras declared for the month under review. The largest distribution 
was that of Steel of Canada followed by Shawinigan and International Nickel. 

The abundance of funds for investment was further illustrated by the sale 
of $25,000,000 of Dominion Treasury bills on February 14, on an average yield 
basis of 0-648 p.c. down from 0-700 p.c. for the previous sale, and comparing 
with 0-785 p.c. on December 1, and a recent peak of 0-816 on November 15 
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Total Dominion revenue for the first 10 months of the current fiscal year 
amounted to $438,065,893, an increase of $66,304,779 compared with the same 
period last year. Total ordinary expenditures for the same period (April 1, 
1937, to January 31, 1938) amounted to $320,672,951, a decrease of $11,869,686 
compared with the same period a year ago. But when cost of relief for drought 
and unemployment, relief works, expenses in Government-owned enterprises 
and capital expenditure is added, the total disbursement for the period amounted 
to $414,256,627, an increase of $8,966,820. 

Every source of revenue showed an increase and the general total indicates 
that every month, the Finance Minister is drawing nearer the possibility of a 
balanced budget. While the report for the 10-month period shows a surplus over 
all expenditures of $23,000,000 this may be wiped out by the heavy special 
expenditures for various forms of relief and the Canadian National Railways 
deficit before the end of the fiscal year, March 31. 

Heaviest increase in revenues came in the excise and income tax branches 
which were $29,000,000 and $18,000,000 higher, respectively. Excise accounted 
for $150,526,799 in the 10-month period and was the greatest single source of 
revenue. 


Conditions in the United States 

The average volume of industrial operations, after adjustment for seasonal 
tendencies, was somewhat lower in the United States during January than in the 
preceding month. Operations in steel mills expanded gradually during the most 
of January but declined slightly during the final week and the output of motor 
cars showed a similar weekly pattern during the month. Activity in cotton 
mills declined but silk mills increased operations. Awards of construction con- 
tracts expanded during January for the third consecutive month. The output 
of electric power declined and the loadings of manufactured goods remained 
virtually unchanged. Wholesale prices which tended to level off during December 
and the early part of January declined again toward the end of the month. 
Since the beginning of the year, average prices of stocks have fluctuated in a 
similar manner to that of commodity prices and industrial activity. The 
corporate bond market was unsettled in January, the decline in the averages 
reflecting a marked recession in the prices of railway bonds, especially in the 
lower grade issues. 
Conditions in the United Kingdom 

Business activity in Great Britain is now following a downward trend 
after having reached a maximum in September. Practically the whole of the 
expansion in the first nine months of 1937 has been counterbalanced by the 
reaction in recent months. While current activity still remains at a high level 
there are unmistakable signs of a gradual though in some cases slightly down- 
ward trend in most branches of activity with the exception of those engaged in 
rearmament work. Further indication of the unfavourable domestic trend was 
given by the unemployment statistics which showed an increase of the number 
out of work in almost every branch of industry. The iron and steel and metal- 
using industries remain active as revealed by the sharp rise in the index of iron 
and steel consumption. Building activity was maintained at a high level 
during the month. 

Unemployed persons in the United Kingdom numbered 1,827,607 on January 
17, the highest figure since April, 1936. Compared with December 13, when 
the last monthly figures were issued, the increase was 162,200. Employed persons 
on January 17, excluding those in agriculture, were approximately 11,309,000, 
a drop of 128,000 compared with the December date, but on a comparable basis, 
about 87,000 more than on January 25, 1937. Unemployment was up about 
195,000 over the same date of last year.

STATISTIQUE COURANTE DE LA SITUATION ECONOMIQUE AU CANADA 


Malgré la réaction dans les opérations commerciales, la moyenne des facteurs principaux 
indiquant la tendance des conditions économiques accuse en janvier une amélioration sur le mois 
précédent. Les actions ordinaires se relévent de leurs bas niveaux des deux mois antérieurs, 
leur indice atteignant 107-7 comparativement 4 103-7 en décembre. Aprés la violence de la 
réaction des neuf derniers mois de 1937, le recouvrement de janvier n’a été que modéré. Les 
opérations spéculatives aux principales bourses canadiennes restent 4 leurs bas niveaux des 
derniers mois. Les prix de gros se resaisissent faiblement, leur indice avancant de 82-7 4 83-8. 
Le niveau des prix de gros, influencé par la fermeté de la bourses des grains de Winnipeg s’est 
assez bien maintenu au cours des premiéres semaines de |’année. Un facteur de bon augure 
a été la nouvelle hausse du cours des obligations de tout repos. 

Une bonne partie du déclin du premier trimestre de 1937 est maintenant contrebalancé. 
Au cours des premiéres semaines de février i] y a avance sur les semaines correspondantes de 
1937. Le niveau actuel est élevé comparativement A celui de toutes les années antérieures 
& 1936. L’indice du rendement capitalisé des obligations est de 150-8 en janvier en regard de 
148-4 le mois précédent. Le passif des dépéts des banques 4 charte accuse, 4 la fin de décembre, 
une hausse sur le mois précédent. Le gain des dépéts 4 demande est légérement inférieur a la 
normale pour la saison, tandis que les dépéts 4 terme accusent un gain ajusté. L’indice des 
dépéts, basé sur la somme des comptes 4 demande et 4 terme, s’éléve de 116-8 4118-9. L’amé- 
lioration modérée dans les facteurs spéculatifs et financiers est partiellement contre-balancée 
par un déclin dans le volume physique des affaires. Basé sur 46 facteurs l’indice tombe de 121-4 
en décembre 4 112 en janvier. Bien qu’il y ait des déclins marqués en décembre, le dépla- 
cement de scommodités, aprés ajustement saisonnier, reste encore 4 un niveau relativement élevé. 

Les exportations de cuivre sont plus fortes qu’en tout autre mois de janvier de |’aprés-guerre, 
lindice, aprés ajustement saisonnier, s’élevant de 303 & 428. Bien que celles de nickel aient 
aussi été plus fortes qu’en tout autre mois de janvier, elles accusent un déclin sur le mois précé- 
dent aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres. Le total avant ajustement est de 19,700,000 
livres contre 14,900,000 en décembre. Les expéditions de zinc 4 |’étranger accusent aussi un 
gain. Elles s’élévent de 24,200,000 livres 4 31,300,000 livres. L’indice avance donc de 187 a 
231. Les expéditions d’or des mines canadiennes s’élévent 4 un plus haut niveau qu’en tout 
autre mois de janvier. Le total est de 359,549 onces comparativement 4 395,270. L’indice 
ajusté du mois précédent accuse un déclin margué. Les expéditions d’argent sont plus fortes 
qu’en tout autre mois de janvier depuis 1932. Le total est de 1,712,000 onces contre 1,322,000 
onces en décembre, |’indice s’élevant de 72 4 103. Le déclin dans les exportations d’amiante 
est au-dessus de la normale pour la saison, |’indice tombant de 109-3 4 101. Les importations 
de bauxite employée dans la fabrication de |’aluminium accusent un déclin marqué. 

Le volume de production de denrées alimentaires est moins fort en janvier que le mois précé- 
dent, l’indice déclinant de 102-5 & 96-3. Aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, la 
minoterie est plus active. La fabrication de sucre accuse un déclin marqué, le total pour les 
quatre premiéres semaines de 1938 étant d’environ 20,000,000 de livres comparativement & 
141,000,000 en décembre. La majeure partie de ce déclin est saisonniére. Les abattoirs et 
salaisons sont actifs, les abatages de bétes 4 cornes et de moutons étant plus considérables qu’en 
tout autre mois de janvier de l’aprés-guerre. L’augmentation dans les abatages de bétes 4 
cornes, comparativement au mois précédent est légérement inférieure & la normale pour la saison. 
L’indice des abatages de moutons et d’agneaux s’éléve de 176 4 198. Les abatages de porcs sont 
inférieurs 4 leur niveau élevé de décembre. La diminution de production de fromage est infé- 
rieure 4 la normale pour la saison, |’indice s’élevant de 57-7 4 67-9. La production de beurre 
de crémerie est moindre, l’indice tombant de 134 4 127. Les exportations de saumon en botte 
sont plus fortes qu’en tout autre mois de janvier depuis 1929. L’indice ajusté accuse un gain 
prononcé sur décembre., les exportations étant de 6,800,000 livres comparativement 4 5,600,000 
en décembre. Le dédouanement de tabac pour la consommation se contracte au cours du premier 
mois de l’année, l’indice général tombant de 196 4 170. Le dédouanement de cigares et de ciga- 
rettes accuse, aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, un déclin marqué. 
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L’industrie textile du coton est quelque peu plus active en janvier qu’en décembre, aprés 
ajustement pour variations saisonniéres. Un nouveau facteur entre en ligne de compte grace 
& la courtoisie du Cotton Institute qui fournit maintenant des statistiques de consommation 
sur des établissements représentatifs. La quantité totale de coton utilisée en janvier par les 
établissements faisant rapport est de 9,195,354 livres, comparativement A 9,294,882 en décembre. 
Aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, l’indice s’éléve de 130-9 4 134-6. L’indice de 
novembre était de 126-4. Les importations de fil et de filés de coton accusent une diminution. 
L’augmentation de la consommation de coton et des importations de laine brute et de filés de 
laine ont exercé une influence prédominante sur l’indice de l'industrie textile, l’indice composé 
s’élevant de 75 4 122. 

L’industrie forestiére accuse un déclin marqué, la production de papier 4 journal tombant 
de 293,038 tonnes 4 222,500. Les exportations de pulpe de bois diminuent aussi de fagon 
encore plus marquée. L’indice des exportations de madriers et planches est de 76-6 contre 87-9. 
Comparativement 4 décembre les exportations de bardeaux augmentent, l’indice composé de 
l'industrie forestiére tombant de 135 4 109-7. 

La production de lingots et coulages d’acier accuse une légére augmentation. Elle est de 
107,753 tonnes contre 98,334. Aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres l’indice gagne 
3 points et s’établit 4 157-7. La production de fonte en gueuse tombe 4 un niveau plus bas, 
s’établissant & 74,862 tonnes comparativement 4 81,032. Le production d’automobiles est 
de 17,624 contre 20,652. Aprés ajustement saisonnier cependant, elle accuse un gain considé- 
rable. Les importations de pétrole brut tombent de 57,100,000 gallons 4 47,300,000. L’indice 
ajusté décline de 190 4 143. Les importations de caoutchouc brut s’établissent & un niveau 
quelque peu plus bas en janvier, n’atteignant, au total, que 4,000,000 de livres comparativement 
& 5,900,000. Les expéditions 4 l’intérieur, cependant, sont plus volumineuses qu’en tout autre 
mois de janvier depuis 1935. 

Bien que normalement janvier soit relativement peu actif pour l’industrie de la construc- 
tion, les nouvelles entreprises tombent 4 un niveau beaucoup moins bas. Les contrats adjugés 
et les permis de bAtir montrent des déclins ajustés. L’indice ajusté pour changements de prix 
et variations saisonniéres tombe de 64-3 & 48-9. Le trafic-marchandises sur rail est moins actif 
en janvier, aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, l’indice tombant de 84-4 4 77-2. 
Le nombre total de wagons est de 187,355 comparativement 4 204,210 en décembre. Le facteur 
neutre du mois est la fluctuation du commerce d’exportation qui s’établit 4 72,200,000 en janvier 
comparativement A 78,500,000 en décembre. Toutefois, aprés ajustement pour variations 
saisonniéres, l’indice avance de 81-9 4 90-2. Les importations fiéchissent, l’indice tombant de 
90-3 A 84-8. 

La production en 1937 

Les opérations productrices telles que mesurées par l’indice du volume physique des affaires 
sont de 9}-p.c. plus étendues que l’année précédente. Le papier 4 journal, les mines et les indus- 
tries de l’énergie électrique qui contribuérent tant 4 la période de prospérité terminée én 1929, 
reviennent 4 des niveaux élevés, accusant des gains prononcés sur 1936. L’augmentation de 
volume des produits ouvrés est d’environ 8} p.c. La construction reprend de |’activité mais 
reste encore sensiblement inférieure aux niveaux d’avant la dépression. 

Le rendement des industries engagées dans la production d’équipement et d’outillage accuse 
en 1937 un gain de 13-1 p.c. sur l’année précédente. Le niveau extrémement bas de ces opérations 
a été l’un des principaux facteurs de dépression et les gains répétés de ce groupe au cours des 
derniéres années a fortement contribué au relévement. L’augmentation de la production des 
matiéres de consommation (6-4 p.c.) est aussi remarquable. La demande pour matiéres de 
consommation, comme les denrées alimentaires, et les vétements n’accuse normalement pas 
de fluctuations marquées, l’indice étant de 125-6 en 1937 comparativement 4 118-1 l’année 
précédente. 

Ventes domestiques 

Comparativement 4 l’année précédente les ventes en détail accusent en général pour les 
douze mois de janvier 4. décembre une augmentation de 7-7 p.c. répartie entre douze des treize 
genres de commerce sur lesquels portent ce relevé. Les ventes des épiceries et boucheries sont 
de 10-4 p.c. plus élevées, tandis que celles des quincailleries gagnent 11-4 p.c. L’indice des 
ventes des magasins & rayons accusent un gain de plus de 5-9 p.c. pour l’année. Les fortes 
augmentations en novembre des ventes des magasins généraux de la campagne dans les neuf 
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provinces, excepté la Saskatchewan et |’Alberta, comparativement au mois correspondant de 
1936, laissent une augmentation nette de prés de 5 p.c. dans les ventes de la campagne prises 
dans leur ensemble. Les ventes des établissements de gros, basées sur les rapports de 200 maisons, 
accusent une augmentation de prés de 11 p.c. au cours de onze mois, comparativement 4 la période 
correspondante en 1936. 


Emploiement 

L’emploiement industriel au Canada tel que rapporté par les principaux employeurs est 
exceptionnellement actif en 1937. I] atteint un niveau qui ne fut dépassé que par celui de l’année 
de boom de 1929. L’indice de l’emploiement en 1937, basé sur la moyenne de 1926 A 100, s’éta- 
blit & une moyenne de 114-1, soit une augmentation de 10 p.c. sur 1936, et plus forte qu’en 
toute autre année consécutive, excepté celle de 1934 sur 1933. Depuis dix-sept ans que les 
statistiques de l’emploiement sont compilées au Canada, |’indice moyen de 1937 n’a été dépassé 
que par celui de 119-0 en 1929. 

Les manufactures, qui emploient plus peut-étre que la moitié de tous les travailleurs compris 
dans ces totaux, jouissent en 1937 d’une longue période d’expansion ininterrompue. Tous les 
domaines de l’emploiement manufacturier ont contribué dans une mesure plus ou moins élevée 
au relévement qui a poussé l’activité industrielle 4 un plus haut niveau qu’en toute autre année 
depuis 1929. Les industries miniéres et forestiéres accusent de plus hauts niveaux d’emploie- 
ment qu’en toute autre année depuis 17 ans, reflétant une activité plus intense dans ces industries 
particuliéres. 

Comparativement au mois correspondant de l'année précédente le nombre de personnes 
employables touchant des secours, autres que les agriculteurs, a diminué de 38 p.c. en décembre 
1937. Environ 148,000 de ces personnes sont enregistrées en décembre dernier, soit une augmen- 
tation de 10 p.c. sur novembre 1937, mais une diminution évidente en comparaison des 237,694 
personnes enregistrées en décembre 1936. 

Le nombre total, qui comprend les non employables, les partiellement employables et les 
pleinement employables ainsi que toutes les personnes 4 charge des chefs de famille est d’environ 
551,000 en décembre dernier, augmentation de neuf p.c. sur novembre dernier et diminution de 
32 p.c. sur décembre 1936. 

Les conditions de sécheresse en Saskatchewan ont fait augmenter de 104 p.c. le nombre de 
! personnes recevant des secours agricoles comparativement 4 décembre 1936. 


Immigration 

Un total de 15,101 immigrés sont arrivés au Canada en 1937, dont 2,859 des Iles Britanniques, 
5,555 des Etats-Unis, 1,144 des pays du nord de l'Europe et 5,543 de 36 autres pays. Des Cana- 
diens au nombre de 5,167 sont revenus au Canada des Etats-Unis. 

L’immigration totale de 15,101 au Canada en 1937 représente une augmentation de 29 p.c. 
sur 1936. Celle des Iles Britanniques augmente de plus de 30 p.c. sur l’année précédente et se 
décompose ainsi: Anglais, 1,890; Irlandais, 338; Ecossais, 581 et Gallois, 50. 

Le tourisme 

Les touristes étrangers au Canada ont dépensé en 1937 une somme approximative de 
$295,000,000, et les touristes canadiens dans d’autres pays, environ $123,000,000. Les estima- 
tions correspondantes de 1936 étaient de $249,000,000 et de $107,000,000 respectivement. La 
balance favorable au Canada de l'industrie touristique s’établit done 4 $172,000,000 compa- 
rativement & $142,000,000 en 1936. 

Le nombre de voyageurs entrés au Canada en 1937 par les ports océaniques est de 15,115 
comparativement 4 12,924 en 1936. Ces voyageurs ont dépensé une somme estimative de 
$13,899,000 comparativement A $10,446,000; 3,127,352 automobiles sont entrés au Canada 
pour une période ne dépassant pas 48 heures, comparativement 4 2,880,265 en 1936. Le nombre 
de ceux entrés pour une période ne dépassant pas 60 jours est de 1,383,130 comparativement 
& 1,192,935. Les dépenses des touristes-automobilistes sont estimées 4 $182,112,000 compara- 
tivement 4 $153,508,000 en 1936. 

Assurances 

La somme d’assurances nouvelles vendues par les compagnies d’assurance-vie, basée sur 
les rapports de 18 compagnies, est de $386,000,000 en 1937 contre $373,000,000 l’année précé- 
dente. L’augmentation est de $13,000,000 ou de 3-4 p.c. 
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Placements étrangers 

L’estimation préliminaire de la valeur des placements de capitaux anglais et étrangers au 
Canada & la fin de 1937, s’établit 4 $6,848,000 dont $2,721,000 de capital anglais, $3,996,000 
de capital américain et $131,000,000 de capital d’autres pays. Ceci représente une légére augmen- 
tation sur la valeur de ces placements en 1936. L’augmentation se répartit entre les placements 
des Etats-Unis et des autres pays et résulte partiellemenet de l’augmentation des obligations 
des gouvernements canadiens en possession des portefeuillistes des Etats-Unis et partiellement 
de augmentation générale des placements dans les compagnies et entreprises canadiennes qui 
sont la propriété de non-domiciliés au Canada. 

Les estimations préliminaires des placements canadiens 4 |’étranger 4 la fin de 1937 accusent 
aussi une augmentation en valeur comparativement 4 1936. D’un placement total de $1,694,000, 
$531,000,000 sont dans le Royaume-Uni, $1,017,000 aux Etats-Unis et $624,000 dans d'autres 
pays. Les actifs 4 l’étranger des compagnics d’assurance canadiennes ne sont pas compris 
dans ces sommes parce que leur passif vis-A-vis les détenteurs de polices A l’étranger dépassent 
la valeur de l’actif. Il est estimé que la valeur de I’actif des compagnies d’assurance canadiennes 
a l’étranger A la fin de 1937 est de plus de $600,000,000. 

Les emprunts sur nantissement des membres de la Bourse de Toronto au 31 janvier 1938 
s’établissent 4 $27,421,064, diminution de $394,169 sur le mois précédent. En méme temps 
l’évaluation courante de tous les titres cotés 4 la bourse est de $4,832,864,741, augmentation de 
$197,943,639, établissant la proportion des emprunts par rapport aux valeurs courantes i 0-57 
d’un p.c. contre 0-60 d’un p.c. les mois précédents. 

Les paiements de dividendes par les corporations canadiennes baissent de 9-6 p.c. sur le 
mois correspondant de l’année derniére. Cinquante-quatre compagnies payent $5,442,000 
contre $6,025,000. Nipissing Mines, Wright Hargreaves ct les brasseries et distilleries ont 
fait des paiements additionnels en février 1937, qui ont plus que contrebalancé les suppléments 
déclarés pour le mois sous revue. La distribution la plus importante a été celle de Canada Steel, 
suivie de celles de Shawinigan et d’International Nickel. 

La situation aux Etats-Unis 

Le volume moyen des opérations industrielles aux Etats-Unis, aprés ajustement pour 
tendances saisonniéres, est quelque peu moins élevé en janvier que le mois précédent. Les opéra- 
tions des aciéries se sont accélérées graduellement durant la majeure partic de janvier, mais se 
sont ralenties au cours de la derniére semaine. La production d’automobiles a suivi 4 peu prés 
la méme orientation au cours du mois. L’activité dans les cotonneries a décliné mais elle a 
augmenté dans les soieries. Le nombre de contrats de construction adjugés en janvier augmente 
pour le troisiéme mois consécutif. La production d’énergie électrique diminue et les chargements 
de produits ouvrés restent 4 peu prés les mémes. Les prix de gros, qui tendaient A la baisse 
en décembre et au commencement de janvier, déclinent de nouveau 4 la fin du mois. Depuis 
le commencement de I’année le prix moyen des valeurs mobiliéres a fluctué A peu prés paralélle- 
ment & celui des commodités, et suivi l’activité industrielle. Le marché des obligations indus- 
trielles a été instable en janvier, le déclin des moyennes indiquant un recul marqué dans les 
obligations ferroviaires, surtout les émissions 4 bon marché. 

La situation dans le Royaume-Uni 

L’activité commerciale en Grande-Bretagne, aprés avoir atteint un maximum en septembre, 
s’oriente maintenant 4 la baisse. L’expansion presque entiére des neuf premiers mois de 1937 
a été contrebalancée par la réaction des derniers mois. I] y a des signes évidents d’une tendance 
progressive 4 la baisse, bien que légére dans certains cas, dans la plupart des sphéres de l’activité 
4 l’exception des travaux de réarmement. Les statistiques du chémage, qui accusent une augmen- 
tation du nombre de chémeurs dans presque tous les domaines de l’industrie, apportent un nouvel 
indice de la marche défavorable des affaires. Les industries métallurgiques restent actives, 
comme le révéle une hausse prononcée de |’indice de consommation de fer et d’acier. La 
construction reste & un niveau élevé pendant tout le mois. 

Le nombre de sans-travail dans le Royaume-Uni s’établit 4 1,827,607 le 17 janvier, le plus 
haut chiffre depuis avril 1936. Comparativement au 13 décembre, lors de la publication des 
derniers chiffres mensuels, l’augmentation est de 162,200. Le nombre de personnes employées, 
au 17 janvier, 4 l’exception de celles dans l’agriculture, est d’environ 11,309,000, diminution de 
128,000 comparativement 4 la date correspondante de décembre et augmentation d’A peu prés 
87,000 sur le 25 janvier 1937. Le nombre de chémeurs est d’environ 195,000 au-dessus de celui 
de la date correspondante l’année derniére.
